Rroakers Ahead.

The outcoma of the Douglas eeunty
convention bodes no good to the repub-
liean party {0 the imponding campnign.
Omaha and Douglae  oounty will
inevitably be tha great storm-contire
next November, and the contost last
Saturday wna the preliminary skirmish
of the grent battle. With the disnsters
of 1880 and 1887, almost within sight,
prudsnes and common decency dictated
the retirement tn the rear of tho dis-
reputable and mercenary olomants
of the party, and pushing
to the front of the rospeot-
ablé and respected membersof the party
who are ropublicans from principle and
desire party supremacy, not for the
mere apoils of office and political glory,
but from a love of country, lHberty and
government by the people, for the peo-
ple.

It waa to have heen expected that at
this crisis in the history of the party the
lendars it has honored and trusted, and
the mon who expect to assume leader-
ship in the coming ocampaign, would
oxort all thelr influence to clovate re-
publieanism in this section and stato
from the low depths to  which
it had sunk in its  abjoct
subserviency to corporate monopoly
and its  bumilinting degradation,

It was manifestly the duty of Senator
Manderson, who expects to present him-

It is certainly to be hoped that the in-
vestigation of trusts now being prose-
cuted by the committee on manufactures
of the house of represontatives will
leave nothing to be desived for a com-
plete knowledge ot these combinuations
when it is finished. Faith that this will
be done does not find much warrant in
the experience thus far had with this
class of inguiries, Congressional in-
vestignting committees have not usunlly
Inbored to very great advantage, I[none
way or another they have been genorally
very unsatisfactory in practical results,
A single example may be cited of
the commitlee sent to investigate
the Reading strike, from which
thus far pothing has heen heard ex-
cept the promise of a veport and
the statement of its chairman that he
contemplated proposing some legisin-
tion suggested by the disclosures of the
Inquiry. Itis not atall unlikely, how-
ever, that with the pressure of other
demands upon his time and attention he
will find no opportunity to further con-
corn himsel!l in the matter of the Read-
ing lnvestigation. Mesnwhile the sub-
ject drops out of public regard, only W
bo revived when the corporation ro-
nows its deflunt and oppressive Lactics,
And thisis the way with most congres-
sionnl Investigations not strictly polit-
ical in their charaoter,

But there are some reassuring indica-
tipus io the investigation boing mude by
the house commitioe on manufactures,
as noted in our Washinglon disputohes
of Saturday, ope of which was the ue-
vaptanece of the sarvices of a lawyerwho
is revuted to be antively familise’ with
the inside workings of the pnrent of all
the trusts and with the railvead man.

is sompetent to furnish. The averago
congressman i8 no better qualified than
any other average citizen to thoroughly
prosecute an {nvestigation of this kind.
It is to be hopod, therefore, that Mr,
Gowen will be allowod to continue to
nssist the committeo In its  labors.
There have thus far boon somoe inter-
osting disclosures, among them evi-
dence that ocertain railvonds are still
diseriminating in favor of large corpor-
ations in violation of the inter-state
commerce law, and more of this sort of
thing will doubtless develop, A senrch-
ing, thorough, unsparing investigation
is what the country asks and expeocts.

Deluded Demoorats,

The Dakota democrats, after all, re-
semble ordinary democrats, The news-
papers had predicted dire and dreadful
calamities when the Watertown con-
vontion met. But all the predictions
dand speculdations were without founda-
tion in faet.  While the Day democrits
roasted the Church democrats, and the
Church demoerats found any number of
meaningloss epithets to hurl into the
air, the fact was that everything, in o
general way, was harmonious,  Of
course there will be a doublo-headed
delogation to St. Louis, one for (hureh
and one for Day, yet the probabilitics
strongly indieate that they both will be
inclined townrd Cleveland.

As to which one will receive recogni-
tion at the national convention depends
largely upon the eloquence of the re-
spective ohairmen.

Cheorful Outlook.

There was never a better outlook for
the farmers of Nebraska than al the
present time, The rains of the last two
weeks have been general and reports
from all sections of the state convey the
information that the soil is in splendid
condition.

A generval feeling of confidence pre-
vails that is causing all towns and vil-
lages to “boom,” pnd substantinl im-
provements seem to be the order

of the day, Towns of «but
two thousand population are
socuring  water works, electrie light

plants and publie buildings, while the
eitizens vie with each other in the erec-
tion of hundsome homes.

Real estate values of both furm lands
and city property are steadily advanc-
ing in the eastarn part of Nebraskn,
while in the westeen part of the stute
surprisingly large number of settlers
are taking government lands or buying
farms already improved.,

While the effects of the strike on tho
I3, & M. will be felt for & year, on the
whole Nebraska is in o more prosperous
condition than ever before, and the
feeling among all ¢lagses is most choer-

ful,

High Renuals,

It hns been said that no man can really
afford to pay in house rent. more than
one-eighth of his monthly income. For
ten years Omaha has suffered by reason
of high rents imposed upon all classes
of tennnts, Mechanics, clerks and 1a-
boring men, whose earnings will not
warrant the payment of high rents,
have protestdd long and loud against
the avaricious landlord. But, consider-
ing the question in a broader sense, are
the landlords wholly to blame? The
nistory of every growing city has been
that a heavy demand by crowding new-
comers advances rentals, and as long as
n flourishing city continued to attract
people to it, the tendency has been
toward high rentnls. It is simply a
question of supply aud demand,

The ressonnble vonclusion, therefore,
is that not until Omaba shall huve
reached a period of decadence, which
cnnnot now be foreseen, will rentals un-
dergo a material decline; unless, indeed,
building ean be done much cheaper than
at present, That, of course, will depend
upon the cost of lumber, brick, stone,
iron and skilled labor,

Selling Worthless Bondas.

A swarthy Italian poddler, says the
New York Star, who may have beon a
Calabrian brigand in exile, wheeled a
hand-cart along Park Rlow yesterda,
afternoon, not loaded with oranges an
bananns according to [talian customs,
but piled high with railway bonds, and
every bond was for a thousund dollars.

The cart stopped in
front of the Sun office, and the Italian
calmly untied & hundred thousand dol-
lars worth of the stuff and began busi-
ness, Holding up a crisp, handsomely
printed thousand dollar bond of the
Cunadn, Michignn and Chicago railway,
he offered it for sale for only 10 dents.

A lame beggar
st.uudmd spryly forward and bought the
bond. Then an errand boy purchased
ope. An apple woman next bought
threo bonds for a quarter. For half an
hour the bonds went off like hot cakes,
There was an excited crowd around the
curt; and the Italinn couldn’t hand the
bonds out fast enough.

1t finally became rumored that brok-
ers were purchasing the bonds, and
there was i wild rush to buy them in ns
fast as possible. For three-quarters of
an hour Frankfort street was & regular
stock exchange, One broker brought
#20,000 worth for a #2 bill. The bonds
wdvanced from 10 cents to 25 and then
to M)y $350,000 worth of bonds were sold
before Wall street knew what hap-
pened, Then the Itallun brigand put
#5.25 in his pocket, and turned his hand-
cart away.

And they were real bouds—{ivst mort-
gage bonds of the C., M. & C., railroud,
u raldway which was nover built, The
company whsorganized in 1872 by Town-
send Coxe, J. I3, Harrls and other oapi-
talists, who wanted to got the cgntrol
of the Canadian Southern line out of
the hiands of the Vanderbilts, It was to
run from St. Clair to Lancing, Mich.,
and connoecet with the Chicago & Grand
Trunk line. The printing presses were
set to work, and a million clul]urs worth
of bonds were printod. But the great
railway was never built, except on  pa-
per. The bonds wouldn’t float, They
proved to be worth only 1 cent o pound
in the market, and yesterday the public
wers let in on the ground floor as in-
Vestors.
